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ORDER REMANDING TO EXAMINER 

This application was received at the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences 
(BPAI) on May 20, 2004. Pursuant to MPEP § 121 1 , the above-identified application 
is remanded to the examiner for appropriate action with respect to the matter set forth 
below. 

On July 27, 2004, Appellant filed a Supplemental Information Disclosure 
Statement (Paper No. 28). However, at the time the Supplemental IDS, was received 
at the tech center, the application had been forwarded to the BPAI. Subsequently, the 
paper was forwarded to the Board to be matched with the file. Entry of the paper into 
the file record has been completed, however, the examiner has not had the opportunity 
to consider the IDS as per the Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP) § 609 
(C) (Eighth Ed., Rev. 2, May 2004). 
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Accordingly, it is 



ORDERED that the application is remanded to the examiner for 



consideration of the IDS filed July 27, 2004 (Paper No. 28), notification to appellants in 
writing of consideration and for such further action as may be appropriate.
